Frequently  we  have  been  asked  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  name  of  our  publication, 
The  Scarab, 

Camden  writes  in  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury, "Every  person  had  in  the  beginning 
one  only  proper  name,"  adding  in  a 
pleasant  gossipy  way.  "except  the  savages 
of  Mount  Atlas  in  Barbary,"  who  are 
"reported  to  be  both  nameless  and  dream- 
less." Whatever  be  the  truth  about  the 
savages  of  Mount  Atlas,  it  is  certainly 
true  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  word  scarab 
which   is  written  with  the  hierglyph 

The  Egyptian 
name  was  kheper, 
kheperi,  and  the  sign 
spelt  the  verb  kho- 
api(r)  meaning  "be- 
come' '  and  perhaps 
"create"  and  also  the 
substansive  "phe- 
nomen"  or  "marvel." 
The  insect  was  sacred 
to  the  sun -god  in 
his  kheperi  at  Heliopolis  and  has  been 
found   mummified. 

Scarab  is  defined  by  Webster  tersely, 
"a  scarabaeus  (beetle)  or  symbol  regarded 
by  the  ancient  Egyptians  as  the  symbol 
or  resurrection  and  immortality."  The  bee- 
tle is  a  member  of  the  family  Scara- 
baeidae  of  the  order  of  Coleoptera.  The 
beetle  is  nearly  two  and  one-half  centi- 
meters long  with  a  life  span  of  about 
two  years.  The  most  beautiful  American 
scarabs  are  the  beetles  of  the  genus 
Phanaeus,  and  we  are  all  familiar  with 
the  members  of  the  family,  the  "June 
Bug,"   and   "Japanese  Beetle." 
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From  the  earliest  recorded  ancient 
Egyptian  history,  the  scarab  beetle  was 
associated  with  the  life-giving  properties 
of  the  moving  sun  and  was  believed  to 
be  endowed  with  strong  amuletic  powers. 
Many  paintings  and  reliefs  depicted  the 
scarab  rolling  the  globe  of  the  sun  with 
its  hind  legs  in  the  same  manner  that  in 
actuality  the  beetle  trundles  a  small  dirt 
ball  in  which  its  eggs  are  laid  and 
hatched.  It  was  believed  that  the  insect 
concealed  within  itself  the  power  of  in- 
ternal renewal  of  life. 

As  the  doctrine  of  the  Palingenesis  was 
symbolized  by  the  Scarabaeus,  it  sug- 
gested to  St.  Augustine  the  following 
strange  comparison,  translated  from  the 
Latin:  "Jesus  Christ,  that  good  man  is 
my  Scarabeus,  not  for  the  reason  that  he 
of  unique  birth,  himself  the  originator 
of  himself,  assumed  the  appearance  of 
mortals  but  because  in  this  simple  frame 
of  ours  he  cast  himself  and  wished  to  be 
born  a  man  out  of  this  filth." 

These  ideas,  which  St.  Augustine  bor- 
rowed from  the  religious  beliefs  of  Egypt, 
were  adopted  by  certain  alchemists.  Egypt, 
which  saw  in  the  Scarabaeus  "the  Father 
Man,  a  world  of  trail,  a  ladder  whereby 
fallen  souls  may  rise,"  justly  claimed  to 
be   the   birthplace   of   ancient   chemistry. 


to    which    it    assigned    a    peculiar    rank, 
calling  it  the  "sacred  art." 

In  the  First  Intermediate  Period,  seals 
with  carved  backs  in  the  shape  of  this 
beetle  made  their  first  appearance.  They 
are  far  and  away  the  most  common  type 
of  amulet  seal,  usually  of  blue  faience 
and  ivory.  On  the  flat  side,  inscriptions 
naming  the  owner  or  the  reigning  king 
were  inscribed.  Later  in  the  Old  King- 
dom period,  small  seals  of  obsidian  and 
semi-precious  stones  were  carved.  Similar 
scarabs  are   sold   in   our  stores   today. 


From  the  tomb  of  king  Tutankhamun  came

The  discovery  of  the  uses  of  gold  and 
silver  metals  opened  a  new  world  of 
opportunity  to  skilled  workers.  The 
clever  fingers  and  keen  eyes  of  these 
laborers  made  seals  of  beauty  and  added 
charm  to   life. 

The  most  beautiful  and  largest  Scarabs 
were  made  between  1580-1100  B.C.  and 
bore  inscriptions  of  names  and  titles  of 
officials,  commemorated  the  completion 
of  a  big  building  project,  or  announced 
a  king's  marriage.  Some  of  the  messages 
read:  "Peace  of  heart  is  better  than 
anger."  "Bubastis  grant  a  good  New 
Year."  "Mut  give  thee  long  life."  "May 
thy  name  endure  and  a  son  be  born 
thee."

The  reverse  side  of  the  Lion   Hunt  Scarab 
depicted  on  the  cover  is  described  below. 

The  personal  achievements  of  King 
Amenhotep  III  (1408-1372  B.C.),  king 
of  the  Eighteenth  Dynasty,  as  a  great 
hunter  of  wild  animals  is  inscribed  on 
the  Lion  Hunt  Scarab.  The  literal  trans- 
lation reads  as  follows,  "Lives  the  Horus, 
the  strong  bull,  resplent  in  Truth,  double 
ruler,  establishing  laws  pacifying  the  two 


lands.  The  golden  Horus,  great  of  valor, 
smiting  the  Asiatics,  King  of  Upper  and 
Lower  Egypt,  Amenhotep  III,  son  of 
the  Sun,  Amenhotep,  Ruler  of  Thebes, 
giving  life.  The  royal  wife,  the  great 
one,  Tiy.  The  number  of  lions  taken  by 
his  majesty  in  his  hunting  himself,  be- 
ginning from  year  1  unto  year  10.  Lions 
fierce   102." 

Naturally  many  Scarabs  were  dirtied 
and  scratched  from  life-long  wearing 
and  were  buried  with  the  mummy,  but 
not  before  the  scarab's  eyes  and  mouth 
were  obliterated  by  hammering  to  render 
them  harmless  to  their  dead  owners.  Fre- 
i|uently  the  large  heart-shaped  scarab 
tlanked  with  falcon  wings  were  special 
funeral  talismans. 

The  Egyptian  scarabs  eventually  found 
their  way  by  trade  to  the  islands  and 
shores  of  the  eastern  Mediterranean  and 
to  Mesopotamia.  The  Greeks  imitated 
them  in  soft  paste.  The  beautiful  Etruscan 
gems  of  the  sixth  and  fifth  centuries 
B.C.  are  scarabitic  forms.  One  of  the 
most  colossal  scarabaeus  of  granite  prob- 
ably from  the  temple  of  Heliopolis  is 
deposited  in  the  British  museum. 

And  thus — The  Scarab  of  the  Alumni 
Association    is    an    appropriate    symbolic

seal  of  spirit  and  purpose  which  en- 
deavors to  send  its  message  to  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  family. 
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School  of  Pharmacy 

Our  entering  class  this  past  Septem- 
ber was  larger  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  a  significant  number  of  our  new 
students  were  directed  to  us  by  our  alum- 
ni. 

Since  we  have  been  on  the  five-year 
program  an  interesting  trend  has  devel- 
oped. As  you  know,  our  students  must 
attend  college  elsewhere  for  at  least  one 
year,  for  we  offer  only  the  last  four  years 
of  the  program  here  at  MCV.  Students 
may,  however,  transfer  after  two  years 
or  more  elsewhere  and  attend  here  for 
three  years  to  earn  the  degree.  When  the 
five-year  program  first  began  most  stu- 
dents came  to  us  after  only  one  year. 
Last  year  the  majority  came  to  us  with 
second  year  standing;   that  is,  they  had 


credit  for  two  years  and  would  be  with 
us  for  only  three  years. 

In  this  connection,  we  also  found  out 
that  a  large  number  of  these  new  students 
had  decided  to  study  pharmacy  after  they 
entered  college.  This  was  interesting  be- 
cause most  of  us  thought  that  perhaps 
90%  of  our  new  students  entered  col- 
lege with  the  thought  of  studying  phar- 
macy. In  fact,  about  70%  are  in  this  cate- 
gory. 

We  solicit  your  continued  interest  in 
our  program.  We  are  now  in  the  process 
of  accepting  students  for  September,  1965, 
and  we  would  welcome  visits  from  any 
qualified  individuals  you  might  refer  to 
us.

School  of  Graduate  Studies 

At  present  there  are  fifty-five  regular 
graduate  students  enrolled  for  graduate 
degrees  and  five  special  students  not  pres- 
ently candidates  for  degrees.  The  school 
of  graduate  studies  is  now  working  on  a 


revised  plan  of  rules  and  procedures, 
whereby  each  student  will  have  not  only 
a  faculty  advisor  but  also  a  graduate 
committee  that  will  super\'ise  his  work 
and  oral  examinations  as  well  as  thesis 
preparation  and  approval.

For  this  reason,  the 
departments  offering  graduate  work  are 
engaged  in  consideration  of  special  grad- 
uate courses  that  will  take  the  place  of 
the  medical  courses  formerly  used  by  the 
graduate   students.

Richard  J.  McGarry,  who  is  a  graduate 
student  in  the  department  of  legal  medi- 
cine. The  other  officers  are  as  follows: 
vice-president,  Joseph  E.  Levasseur;  sec- 
retary-treasurer, Paul  W..  Collins;  and 
historian.

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Tne  New  Curriculum 

or  tne 

Scnool  or  Medicine  or  tne  Medical  College  or  Virginia 

This  article  is  addressed  to  those  tvho  entered  medical  school  with  an  enthusiastic 
determination  to  be  of  service  to  their  fellow  men;  became  lost  in  a  sea  of  bones  and 
muscles  (seldom  thought  about  since);  learned  that  acacia  is  "of  little  use"  (correct); 
observed  the  frog  tvho  never  pimped  (poor  thiiig);  were  freed  at  last  from  basic  science 
into  patient  care  (only  to  find  that  basic  science  is  an  imperative  necessity  in  caring  for 
patients);  spent  a  number  of  years  studying  bizarre  and  complicated  clinical  problems; 
and  had  as  their  first  patient  an  extremely  upset  lady  whose  dog  had  been  killed  by  a  car. 

It  describes  the  progress  made  by  our  faculty  in  its  effort  to  attain  our  primary 
objective — "The  education  of  the  medical  student."

On  September  14,  1964,  the  freshmen 
medical  students  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  made  a  complete  break  with 
tradition — they  were  proffered  an  en- 
tirely new  curriculum. 

Development 

This  new  approach  to  medical  educa- 
tion was  begun  in  December,  1958,  by 
our  former  dean.  Dr.  William  F.  Ma- 
loney,  when  he  appointed  a  forty-man 
medical  education  committee  consisting 
of  all  departmental  and  divisional  chair- 
men, other  key  faculty  members,  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  alumni  "to  review 
our  objectives  and  teaching  methods." 
From  this  large  group  a  smaller  curric- 
ulum planning  committee  was  selected  by 
Doctor  Maloney  to  define  specifically  the 
objectives  of  the  school  of  medicine.  At 
first  glance  this  did  not  seem  very  diffi- 
cult; but  it  proved  to  be  a  formidable 
task,  requiring  many  hours  of  discussion 
by  many  groups. 

In  the  spring  of  1959,  Doctor  Maloney 
was  able  to  get  from  The  Commonwealth 
Fund  support  for  an  office  of  research 
in  medical  education.  Dr.  Edwin  F.  Ro- 
sinski  came  from  Buffalo  as  director.* 

After  almost  a  year,  the  following  ob- 
jectives were  decided  on  by  the  curric- 
ulum planning  committee,  agreed  to  by 
the  medical  education  committee,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  entire  faculty  on  January 
5,  I960.

Objectives   of  the  School   of  Medicine  of  the  Medical   College  of  Virginia 

Education  of  the  medical  student  is  the  primary  objective  of 
the  medical  school. 

To  attain  this  objective,  the  medical  school  must  create  an 
atmosphere  of  scientific  scholarship  tvhich  will  inspire  the 
student  to  observe,  analyze,  and  interpret  medical,  biological, 
and  social  phenomena  in  a  systematic  and  logical  manner.  This 
education  is  designed  to  bring  about  that  development  in  the 
student  which,  ivith  further  study  and  training  after  gradu- 
ation, will  allow  him  to  become  a  capable  physician  or  pursue 
his  career  in  any  area  of  medical  science. 

In  working  toward  the  primary  objective,  the  medical  school 
must  provide  the  environment  for  the  student  to  (A)  acquire 
basic  knowledge  and  an  understanding  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  medicine,  (B)  establish  habits  of  and  en- 
thusiasm for  continued  self-education,  (C)  develop  proficiency 
in  essential  professional  methods  and  techniques,  and  (D) 
develop  further  his  intellectual  attitudes  and  ethical  principles 
so  that  he  will  understand  his  responsibility  to  his  patients, 
his  colleagues,  his  community,  and  himself. 

The  more  detailed  interdependent  objectives  are: 

A.   To  help  the  student  acquire  basic  knowledge  and 
a  fundamental  understanding  of 

1.  Normal  and  abnormal  development,  structure,  and 
function  of  the  human  being. 

2.  Physical,  chemical,  and  biological  agents,  as  ivell  as 
hereditary  factors,  psychological  factors,  living  hab- 
its, and  social  forces  ivhich  influence  the  human 
being  in  health  and  disease. 

3.  Etiology,  pathogenesis,  natural  history,  recognition, 
diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  disease. 

4.  Diagnostic  and  therapeutic  procedures  which  are 
available  for  the  study  and  treatment  of  patients. 

5.  Clijtical  aspects  of  patient  care. 

6.  Resources  available  for  the  prevention  of  disease  and 
the  maintenance  of  health. 
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7.  Historical,  philosophical,  cultural,  and  statistical  as- 
pects of  medicine. 

B.  To  establish  in  the  student  habits  of  and  enthu- 

siasm  for   continued   self-education. 

C.  To  develop  in  the  student  proficiency  in  essential 

professional   methods   and   techniques   in 

1.  Obtaining  an  accurate  and  adequate  history. 

2.  Performing  physical  examination  and  utilizing  ef- 
fectively such  instruments  as  are  commonly  used  by 
physicians. 

3-  Performing  and  interpreting  laboratory  studies. 

4.  Using  inductive  and  deductive  reasoning  in  arriv- 
ing at  logical  conclusions. 

5.  Selecting  and  executing  certain  basic  procedures  and 
therapeutic  techniques,  including  care  in  emergen- 
cies. 

6.  Maintaining  proper  records. 

D.  To  develop  further  in  the  student  such  intellectual 

attitudes   or  ethical   principles  as 

1.  Respect  for  the  dignity,  self-esteem,  and  value  of 
man. 

2.  Compassion  and  perceptiveness  in  the  care  of  pa- 
tients and  their  families. 

3.  Understanding  of  the  fundamental  rights  of  the 
patient,  professional  colleagues,  and  community. 

4.  Fundamental  intellectual  honesty,  including  complete 
candor  in  recognizing  his  otvn  ability  and  limitations. 

5.  Equanimity  and  resourcefulness  in  the  face  of  dif- 
ficult, confusing,  and  conflicting  situations. 

6.  Appreciation  of  the  role  of  research,  both  clinical 
and  basic. 

7.  A  ivilling  acceptance  of  the  responsibility  for  the 
initiation  and  continuing  co-ordination  of  all  the  ef- 
forts directed  toward  the  patient's  problems  as  they 
relate  to  his  health. 

The  methods  of  attaining  these  objectives  are  not  static. 
The  curriculum  itself  should  contain  the  machinery  for  fre- 
quent critical  review  and  re-evaluation  by  the  faculty  and 
student  body. 


As  they  formulated  the  objectives  and 
became  more  familiar  with  the  work  of 
their  colleagues,  the  committees  saw  that 
our  curriculum  of  that  time  had  many 
weaknesses,  some  of  which  were: 

1.  Excessive  standardization  which  al- 
lowed the  student  little  or  no  time 
to  follow  his  special  interests;  made 
no  provision  for  the  natural  differ- 
ences in  the  rates  of  progress  of 
different  students;  and  created  an 
atmosphere  of  "spoon  feeding," 
rather  than  the  idea  that  the  study 
of  medicine  was  and  is  a  "grad- 
uate"  program. 

2.  Total  responsibility  by  a  single  de- 
partment for  introducing  the  stu- 
dent to  medicine  and  appraising 
his  initial  progress. 


3.  Failure  of  communication  between 
teachers  from  different  departments 
and,  at  times,  even  from  the  same 
department,  resulting  in  much  con- 
fusion and  needless  repetition. 

4.  Poor  correlation  of  basic  science 
and  clinical  teaching. 

Having  established  our  objectives  and 
having  begun  to  understand  some  of 
our  weaknesses,  the  medical  education 
committee  appointed  a  subcommittee, 
named  the  design  committee,  to  study 
the  curricula  of  other  medical  schools, 
particularly  those  where  revisions  had 
been  or  were  being  made.  During  this 
period  well-known  educators  from  else- 
where came  to  our  medical  school  to 
discuss  with  the  medical  education  com- 
mittee and   appropriate  faculty  develop- 


ments in  medical  education  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad.  Approximately  a  year 
was  devoted  to  this  phase. 

In  February,  1961,  the  design  com- 
mittee was  asked  "to  design  a  curriculum 
that  would  best  achieve  our  objectives, 
correct  the  deficiencies  of  the  present 
program,  and  incorporate  whatever  was 
desirable  and  appropriate  from  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  visiting  educators  and 
the  curricula  seen  at  other  schools." 

This  committee  concluded  that  "the 
needs  of  the  medical  school  would  be 
best  met  by  a  curriculum  organized 
around  subject  matter  teaching  involving 
a  multi-disciplinary  approach,  with  the 
scheduling  of  student  time  in  such  a  way 
that  some  would  be  devoted  to  research 
or  electives  and  some  would  be  'free.'  " 
These  divisions  of  time  were  suggested 
with  the  idea  that  "weak"  students 
would,  with  faculty  assistance,  have  a 
better  chance  to  keep  up,  whereas  the 
"strong"  ones  could  pursue  in  depth 
some   subject   of   their  choice. 

In  October,  1961,  at  an  off -campus 
meeting  lasting  two  days,  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  design  committee  were 
reviewed  and  adopted  by  the  medical 
education  committee. 

In  November,  1961,  through  Doctor 
Maloney's  efforts,  the  Old  Dominion 
Foundation  pledged  its  support  for  three 
years  to  the  development  and  implemen- 
tation of  a  new  curriculum  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia. 

The  recommendations  and  conclusions 
were  then  reviewed  with  all  departments 
of  the  medical  school,  one  by  one,  and 
much  heated  discussion  took  place.  Many 
helpful  suggestions  were  made.  After  all 
discussions  and  suggestions  had  been  con- 
sidered, the  conclusion  was  reaffirmed. 
It  was  presented  to  and  accepted  by  the 
general  faculty  at  a  formal  meeting  on 
February  22,  1963.  The  general  faculty 
advised  the  administration  to  develop  a 
detailed  curriculum  along  these  lines. 

The  Nev)^  Curriculum 

The  four  years  of  medical  school  were 
divided  into  three  sections:  Medicine  I  ap- 
proximated the  freshman  year  and  dealt 
with  normal  structure,  function,  and 
growth  and  development;  Medicine  II 
covered  the  abnormal  in  the  same  gen- 
eral areas  over  a  period  of  about  a  year; 
and  Medicine  III  included  the  clinical 
work.  Throughout  the  program  every  ef- 
fort was  made  to  correlate  the  basic  sci- 
ences and  clinical  medicine. 
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Coordinators  of  the  three  phases  were 
named  and  the  subject  matter  to  be  cov-

ered  was  organized  by  body  systems,  as 
follows:  cell  bilogy,  reticuloendothelial, 
musculoskeletal,  central  nervous  and  spe- 
cial senses,  cardiovascular,  respiratory, 
renal,  gastrointestinal,  and  endocrine.  In 
addition,  time  in  Medicine  II  was  assign- 
ed to  pathogenesis,  infectious  diseases, 
and  pharmacologic  agents. 

Subject  matter  committees  were  de- 
\eloped,  each  under  the  chairmanship  of 
a  basic  scientist  or  clinician,  responsible 
to  the  proper  coordinator.  These  chair- 
men were  selected  because  of  their  in- 
terest and  ability  in  a  specific  subject  and 
not  because  this  subject  had  traditionally 
belonged  in  a  particular  department. 
These  subject  matter  committees  with  a 
total  membership  of  more  than  eighty 
developed  the  details  of  the  curriculum 
for  Medicine  I — see  Chart  at  left. 

In  addition  to  the  subject  matter  head- 
ings listed  above,  the  curriculum  con- 
tained a  section  called  "Man  and  His 
Environment"  which  was  assigned  time 
throughout  the  year.  Its  principal  objec- 
tive was  to  relate  the  subject  matter  ma- 
terial   to   clinical    medicine. 

After  many  hours  of  discussion,  ad- 
justment, and  readjustment,  the  first 
phase  of  the  new  curriculum  was  de- 
veloped, teacher  by  teacher,  day  by  day, 
and  hour  by  hour.  It  went  into  effect  on 
September  14,  1964.  Over  the  years  the 
respective  co-ordinators  and  subject  mat- 
ter committees  have  been  busily  develop- 
ing Medicine  II  and  Medicine  III.

help  in  examination  techniques, 
has  been  studying  more  effective 
methods  of  measurement.  Whereas 
the  determination  of  factual  knowl- 
edge was  formerly  the  focus  of 
almost  all  examinations,  different 
ways  are  now  being  considered  and 
developed  to  measure  the  progress, 
or  lack  of  it,  of  the  student  toward 
attaining  all  the  objectives  of  the 
school.  At  the  end  of  Medicine  I, 
a  comprehensive  examination  will 
be  given.  Hopefully,  it  will  be  so 
designed  as  to  measure  in  a  cor- 
related and  integrated  way  the 
whole  performance  of  the  student. 
Grades  and  Grading  Procedures 

A  new  system  of  grading  the 
performance  of  the  freshmen  has 
been  introduced.  On  each  subject 
matter  course,  "Man  and  His  En- 
vironment" (four  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year) ,  and  the  final 
comprehensive  examination,  the 
student  will  be  graded  A,  B,  C, 
F,  or  I  (incomplete).  Promotion 
cannot  occur  until  an  Incomplete 
has  been  removed.  A  final  grade 
point  average  of  "C"  or  better  is 
required  for  promotion.  This  aver- 
age will  be  determined  by: 

1.  Setting  the  total  credit  hours 
at  30. 

2.  Assigning  credit  hour  values 
to  the  various  subject  mat- 
ter divisions  according  to  the 
percentage  of  time  devoted  to 
them,  plus  a  considerable 
value  for  the  final  compre- 
hensive examination  thus:

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To  arrive  at  the  comparative 
position  of  any  student,  the  letter 
grades  have  been  given  values  for 
calculating  the  grade  point  average: 
A  Superior  3 

B  Excellent  2 

C  Satisfactory  1 

F  Unsatisfactory  — 1 

Thus  a  student  who  makes  all 
A's  would  have  30  x  3  =  90  grade 
points  (maximum  obtainable) .  To 
obtain  the  grade  point  average,  the 
total  grade  points  received  should 
be  divided  by  30,  the  total  session 
hours;  thus,  in  this  case,  the  grade 
point  average  is  3. 

The  principal  point  is  that  a 
student  who  does  poorly  in  one  or 
several  areas  has  the  chance  to 
"make  this  up"  and  bring  his  aver- 
age to  "C"  =  30  X  1  =  30  credits, 
or  a  grade  point  average  of  1,  and 
to  show  that  he  has  the  intellectual 
ability  for  the  study  of  medicine  by 
a  superior  performance  in  some 
area  or  areas. 

3.  Teaching  Methods  and  Materials 
A  teaching  methods  and  mate- 
rials committee  was  set  up  in  Jan- 
uary, 1961.  Its  membership  in- 
cludes the  librarian  and  the  direc- 
tor of  the  department  of  visual  ed- 
ucation. Whereas  the  teaching 
methods  come  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  subject  matter  commit- 
tee chairmen  and  the  members  of 
the  faculty  who  do  the  actual  teach- 


ing, this  committee  has  explored 
the  use  of  closed  circuit  television, 
filmed  laboratory  experiments,  self- 
study  carrels,  unit  laboratories,  the 
desirability  of  programmed  learn- 
ing, etc. 

Since  major  emphasis  is  being 
placed  on  the  responsibility  of  the 
student  for  his  own  learning,  we 
hope  to  provide  him  the  best  fa- 
cilities for  doing  so. 

Since  1962  Doctor  Rosinski  has 
held  seminars  in  teaching  for  the 
faculty  for  two  hours  once  a  week 
for  sixteen  weeks. 

4.    The  Effects  of  the  Curricular 
Change 

In  1958,  when  the  medical  edu- 
cation committee  was  appointed. 
Doctor  Maloney  also  established  a 
committee  on  evaluation  of  the  cur- 
riculum to  design  a  study  which 
would  provide  data  for  comparing 
the  old  with  the  new  (if  it  devel- 
oped) curriculum.  Doctor  Rosinski 
assumed  direction  of  this  when  he 
came  in  July,   1959. 

For  the  past  five  years  this  com- 
mittee has  collected  data  on  the 
student  body,  faculty,  and  curric- 
ular effects.  The  same  methods  are 
being  applied  to  the  new  curricu- 
lum. In  another  four  years  com- 
parative data  will  have  accumulated. 
Graduates  of  both  curricula  will  be 
studied  for  a  number  of  years. 


Summary 

We  have  outlined  the  development  and 
present  status  of  the  new  curriculum  in 
the  school  of  medicine  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  We  hope  and  be- 
lieve it  is  based  on  our  previously  de- 
termined objectives.  As  stated  therein, 
"The  methods  of  attaining  these  objec- 
tives are  not  static.  The  curriculum  it- 
self should  contain  the  machinery  for 
frequent  critical  review  and  re-evaluation 
by  the  faculty  and  student  body."  We 
are  learning  as  we  go  and  can  move  in 
any  desired  direction. 


Side  Lignts 

on  tne  College 


The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  a 
State  institution  occupying  approximately 
40  acres  in  downtown  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia. The  physical  plant  has  an  estimated 
replacement  value  of  over  $45,000,000 
and  the  annual  operating  budget  is  over 
520,000,000.  Funds  are  derived  from 
State  and  City  appropriations,  student 
fees,  hospital  services,  endowment  in- 
come, research  contracts  and  grants,  and 
miscellaneous  sources. 

There  are  eight  schools:  medicine, 
dentistry,  pharmacy,  nursing,  physical 
therapy,  hospital  administration,  medical 
technology,  and  graduate  studies.  There 
is  a  course  in  X-ray  technology  and  a 
dietetic  internship.  As  of  January  1, 
1965,  there  were  1,338  students  in  these 
schools  and  courses  under  774  faculty 
members.  In  addition,  235  house  officers 
and  fellows  were  on  duty  in  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Hospitals,  the  dean's 
committee  of  McGuire  Veterans  Admin- 
istration Hospital,  and  Sheltering  Arms 
Hospital.  In  the  fiscal  year  1963-64  the 
average  daily  census  in  these  facilities 
was:

These  dates  delimit  Bob  Massie's  life, 
but  they  can  in  no  way  encompass  or 
indicate  his  impact  on  his  profession,  on 
his  host  of  patients  and  friends,  and  on 
his  community.  To  understand  this,  one 
had  only  to  mingle  with  the  thousands  of 
sorrowing  people  who  stood  on  the  hill- 
side at  Vallambrosa  that  chill  Sunday 
afternoon  in  November;  to  read  the  out- 
pouring of  tributes  in  editorials,  memo- 
rials, and  letters ;  and  to  talk  with  the 
many  who  loved  him. 

A  recounting  of  his  numerous  and 
varied  accomplishments  and  honors  gives 
no  true  picture  of  him  as  a  man  but  bears 
testimony  to  his  large  ability,  his  qualities 
of  leadership,  and  his  unique  characteris- 
tics. At  Randolph-Macon  College  he  was 
president  of  the  student  body,  of  the 
Franklin  Literary  Society,  a  member  of 
the  student  council,  treasurer  of  his  class, 
and  a  student  instructor  in  biology.  At 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  he  was 
president  of  his  junior  and  senior  class, 
and  a  member  of  Brown  Sequard  and 
Sigma  Zeta  honorary  societies.  When 
Brown  Sequard  became  the  local  chapter 
of  Alpha  Omega  Alpha,  he  was  inducted 
into  this  national  honorary  society  recog- 
nizing scholastic  excellence.  He  was  a 
member  of  Phi  Chi  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsi- 
lon  social  fraternities,  as  well  as  presi- 
dent of  the  German  Club. 

He  interned  at  MCV,  then  practiced 
medicine  for  three  years  in  Southwest  Vir- 
ginia, returning  to  MCV  in  1938  for  sur- 
gical training.  He  was  appointed  an  in- 
structor in  surgery,  and  Doctor  Bigger 
noted  that  he  was  an  "exceptionally  cap- 
able resident."  In  May  of  1942,  he  began 
active  military  duty  with  the  MCV  unit, 
the  45th  General  Hospital,  achieving  the 
rank  of  major  at  the  time  of  discharge. 

In  1945,  he  joined  the  staff  of  Mc- 
Guire  Clinic,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  devot- 
ing the  rest  of  his  professional  life  to  his 
large,  busy  practice,  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  and  the  many  scientific  or- 
ganizations of  which  he  was  a  member. 
He  was  associate  clinical  professor  of 
surgery  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia and  consultant  to  the  McGuire  Vet- 
erans Administration  Hospital.  He  was 
president  of  the  Richmond  Academy  of 
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Medicine  and  the  Richmond  Surgical  and 
Gynecological  Society ;  vice-president  of 
the  Southern  Surgical  Association;  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Virginia  Medical  Society,  the 
Southeastern  Surgical  Congress,  the  South- 
ern Surgeons  Club,  and  the  Eastern  Sur- 
gical Society.  At  the  time  of  his  death, 
he  was  president  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

These  achievements  are  the  concrete 
manifestations  of  a  keen  mind,  a  warm 
personality,  and  a  contagious  enthusiasm, 
combined  an  inner  drive,  boundless  en- 
ergy, and  tireless  devotion  to  all  that  he 
undertook. 

Dr.  John  Robert  Massie,  Jr.,  was  born 
at  Vallambrosa,  Goochland  County,  March 
14,  1909.  His  mother  was  the  former 
Evelina  Guerrant  Gathright,  his  father. 
Dr.  Charles  Massie,  had  practiced  medi- 
cine for  many  years  in  Goochland.  In 
1945  he  married  Charlotte  Taylor,  the 
lovely  young   woman   whom   he   met   in 


southwest  Virginia.  Two  attractive  daugh- 
ters complete  his  fine  family. 

His  roots  went  deep  in  Goochland 
County;  and  his  happiest  hours  were 
spent  at  Vallambrosa  with  his  wife  and 
daughters,  Mollie  and  Evelina,  to  whom 
he  was  so  devoted.  Here  he  would  sit  on 
the  porch  in  perfect  contentment  and  look 
out  over  the  rolling  land.  But  sitting 
wasn't  enough,  he  had  the  land  to  clear, 
barns  to  paint,  animals  to  raise,  and  fields 
to  plant. 

He  enjoyed  everything  about  the  great 
outdoors,  whether  it  was  playing  golf 
with  his  golfing  group,  the  Pilgrims; 
hunting  at  Wright's  Island  Club  of  which 
he  was  past  president;  or  fishing  in  a 
mountain  stream.  He  loved  nature  and 
was  an  authority  on  wild  life.  Every 
noise,  sign,  flashing  wing,  rippling  wave 
had  a  special  meaning  for  him. 

Bob  Massie  had  an  unmatched  gift  for

School  of  Physical  Therapy 

The  school  of  physical  therapy  has 
forty-three  students  enrolled  this  year.

He  attracted  people  by  his 
kindness,  his  thoughtfulness,  his  interest 
in  them,  his  warmth.  He  was  never  too 
busy  for  anyone,  regardless  of  social  posi- 
tion or  financial  circumstances,  and  gave 
of  himself,  literally,  at  any  hour  of  the 
day  or  night  to  be  a  friend,  to  relieve 
suffering,  to  deal  with  human  problems, 
or  to  help  in  any  way  that  he  could. 
Everyone,  sick  or  well,  felt  better  for 
hearing  his  chuckle,  seeing  the  twinkle  in 
his  eye,  feeling  the  touch  of  his  hand.  He 
believed  the  best  about  everyone  and  ex- 
pected the  best.  He  had  no  patience  with 
gossip  or  pettiness  or  meanness.  He  had 
an  innate  politeness  and  dignity. 

Withal,  he  was  a  man's  man,  ready 
and  able  to  hold  his  own  in  any  circum- 
stances in  any  crowd.

Transferred 

When  all  legal  details  are  settled, 
Richmond's  150-year-old  Monumental 
Church  will  be  the  property  of  the  Med- 
ical College  Foundation,  together  with 
Newton  House  next  door. 

What  has  served  as  an  Episcopal  church 
for  a  century-and-a-half  is  now  an  ecu- 
menial  religious  center  for  persons  of  all 
denominations  and  faiths  in  the  MCV 
community.  Episcopal  church  authorities 
have  consented  to  the  transfer  of  the 
property. 

'The  retiring  rector  of  "old  Monu- 
mental," the  Rev.  A.  Ronald  Merrix, 
retains  his  office  at  the  church  to  co- 
ordinate its  use  and  that  of  Teusler  Hall 
adjoining  for  such  services  and  meetings 
as  may  be  desired  by  interested  persons 
and  groups. 

For  the  past  five  years,  Roman  Catholic 
and  Protestant  chaplains,  a  Greek  Ortho- 
dox pastor,  and  Jewish  rabbis  have  par- 
ticipated in  services  for  students  at  the 
church.  Opportunities  for  religious  coun- 
selling and  instruction  have  been  available 
to   all. 

The  Sanger  lectures  on  religion  and  the 
health  professions  and  a  recent  panel 
discussion  on  faith  and  healing  illustrate 
opportunities  which  have  been  provided 
for  an  understanding  of  the  disciplines 
of  theology  and  medicine  in  ministering 
to  the  sick  and  suffering. 

A  committee  on  religious  activities 
appointed  by  MCV's  president,  Dr.  R. 
Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.,  and  headed  by  Dr.
